III  the  year  1800  this  Society 
was  instituted  by  members  of 
the  established  Church  in  Enji- 
lunil,  under  the  title  of  “Socie¬ 
ty  for  Missions  to  Africa  and 
liie  East.”  It  received  its 
present  name  about  the  tiine  of 
its  iStli  anniversary,  in  conse¬ 
quence  of  renewed  and  united 
exertions  to  augment  its  funds 
by  annual  subscriptions,  and 
rollections  in  churches  and 
fhapels,  and  also  “Church  Mis¬ 
sionary  Associations”  to  pro¬ 
mote  this  labor  of  love.  In  ac¬ 
cordance  with  the  original  title, 
the  Society  first  undertook  a 
mission  to  the  Susoo  Country  in 
Western  Africa,  near  tlie  Sier¬ 
ra  Leone  colony.  Preparato- 
rr  to  the  mission  in  the  early 
part  of  1802,  the  committee  had 
procured  the  printing  of  books 
m  the  Susoo  language  in  great 
variety  and  numbers.  They 
commenced  an  establishment 
with  flattering  prospects  of  suc¬ 
cess  in  the  loginning  of  1804. 
This  language  is  extensively 
'poken  in  VVestern  Africa.  At 
t!iis  time  the  Society  was  sup¬ 
porting  6  young  men  preparato- 
I  ry  to  the  work. 

j  The  Slave  Trade  for  a  long 
I  time  retarded  the  progreas  and 
j  clouded  the  prospects  of  the  Mis¬ 
sionaries  in  Western  Africa. 
But  hy  the  blessing  of  Gml  on  a 
steady  and  persevering  course 
of  duty,  much  has  been  done  to 
meliorate  the  condition  c\f  the 


blacks,  and  prevent  the  horrid 
traffic  in  human  flesh. 

In  the  Sierra  Leone  colony 
the  Society  have  many  impor¬ 
tant  stations. 

At  P'sEETOvs,  the  chief  town 
in  the  colony,  including  4,4SO 
inhabitants,  exclusive  of  the 
military,  are  574  scholars  in  tlie 
mission-schools.  The  National 
System  has  been  introduced  in¬ 
to  these  schools.  “Both  children 
and  parents  are  pleased  with  it, 
and  the  progress  of  the  scholars 
is  beyond  expectation.  Aa 
Adult  School  also  is  in  a  pros¬ 
perous  state.” 

Regent's  Torrs,  We  have 
given  our  readers  an  account  of 
the  wonderful  success  of  Mr. 
Johnson  at  this  station  in  the 
2d  No.  of  the  Monitor.  The 
Society  has  also  stations  at 
Kissey  ;  inhabitants,  860  ; 
scholars  ‘Charlotte ;  in¬ 

habitants,  205 ;  scholars  88>— 
Leopold ;  inhabitants,  308  ; 
scholars,  103,  of  whom  50  are 
mechanics — Gloucester;  inhabi¬ 
tants,  356.  “The  prospects  of 
success  are  greatly  increasing. 
Evidences  of  a  decided  change 
ate  multiplying ;  and  even 
characters  the  most  discourag¬ 
ing  have  been  brouglit  to  a 
sense  of  their  lost  condition. 

“A  missionary  Association 
has  been  formea.  The  new 
Church,  which  is  76  feet  bj  4^ 
is  proceeding  There  are  203 
adults  and  children  receiving 
education. 

“Not  three  rears  since,  this 

filace  was  a  wilderness.  Near- 
y  the  whole  of  its  present  .\f- 
ncau  inh.xbltanta  have  since  thart 
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Keriod  been  rescued  from  the 
olds  of  slave  ships." 
Leics.stem  JIouNTJis, about 
three  miles  south  of  Freetown. 
Here  has  been  esfal)lisheil  the 
“{'hrisfian  Institution,”  with  a 
view'  to  give  “a  superior  e«luca- 
tion  to  a  limited  number  of 
promising  youths.” 

“Nearly  thirty  youths  are 
r.ow  in  a  course  of  education  ; 
and  the  committee  are  very 
anxious  to  obtain  the  services 
of  some  able  clergymen,  who 
would  devote  themselves  to  the 
jweparation  of  these  vouths,  un¬ 
der  the  blessing  of  fiod,  to  be¬ 
come  benefactors  and  teachers 
of  their  countrymen. 

“it  is  m  contemplation  to 
remove  the  Institution  to  Re¬ 
gent’s  Town.” 

IViLBERFORCE  ;  inhabitants, 
203  ;  scholars,  5.5  ;  Prosperous. 

K'ent  ,*  inhabitants,  2(K)  ; 
scholars,  about  70.  Recently 
commenced.  At  these  nine 
parishes,  or  stations, are  employ- 
e«l  between  20  and  30  ministers 
of  the  gospel  and  assistants  in 
the  schools. 

'I'he  inhabitants  in  these 
towns  consist  of  liberated  Ne¬ 
groes.  In  hierra  Leone,  in  1820, 
the  population,  exclusive  of  tlie 
Military,  was  12,  521,  being  an 
increase  of  2,950  since  1818;  of 
whom  2,  097  were  e«lucating  in 
the  schools,  almost  exclusively 
under  the  agents  of  the  Clmrch 
Missionary  .Society.  Several 
llible  Societies  are  formed,  with 
very  encouraging  prospects  of 
usefulness  ;  and  under  the  intlu- 
cnces  of  the  (iovernor  and  by 
the  blessing  of  (iod  on  the 
t'hri.iiian  laborers,  the  Coltmy 
is  steaddv  advancing  in  civiliza¬ 
tion  and  i’hristian  knowledge.

OVR  AFRICAN  COLONY. 

Rev.  Kphraitn  Bacon,  agent  for  gor- 
emmeiit  to  the  American  colony 
of  free  Blacks,  forming  on  the 
Coast  of  Afiica,  arrived  nt  Norfolk. 
August  14,  with  his  wife  and  one 
of  the  colonists,  who  went  with  the 
first  expedition  to  Sherhro.  The 
Norfolk  Beacon  says, 

“By  the  arrival  ofMr.Baconwc 
have  the  agreeable  intelligence 
that  tlie  agents  had  elTected  tlie 
purchase  of  a  tract  of  land  from 
the  natives,  estimated  at  be- 
.tween  30  and  40  miles  s(|Uiire, 
situated  on  the  river  8t.  Johns, 
between  5  and  &  degrees  N.  lat. 
and  about  300  miles  distant 
from  Sierra  Letme.  It  is  rep¬ 
resented  as  remarkably  healthy 
and  fertile,  lies  high,  and  pro¬ 
duces  rice  of  an  excellent  quali¬ 
ty,  corn  and  all  kinds  of  tropical 
grain  and  fruits  ;  the  water  is 
also  very  good,  and  the  river 
furnishes  the  best  fish  and  oys¬ 
ters  in  abundance — coffee,  cot¬ 
ton  and  tobacco,  of  good  (juality, 
grow  spontaneously,  the  first  of 
w  hich  is  sold  at  4d.  to  5d.  per 
}K)und.  We  understand  the 
purchase  has  been  effected  on 
tlie  most  advantageous  term?, 
viz.  for  an  annual  supply  of 
rum,  manufactured  tobacco, 
pipes,  knives,  and  a  few’  other 
articles,  the  total  cost  of  which 
in  this  country,  would  not  ex¬ 
ceed  three  hundred  dollars  per 
annum.  Mr.  ilberger,  the 
other  agent  for  Government,  the 
Kev.  .\.r.  .\ndrus,  agent  for  the 
Coionlzatiou  Society,  and  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Winn,  with  all  the 
colonists,  enjoyed  very  goi^ 
health,  and  no  sickness  of  a  seri¬ 
ous  nature  had  occurred  aiuoiij: 
them  from  the  time  of  their  ar¬ 
rival  until  fhe  departure  of  .Mr. 
Ba  con.  The  prospects  of  the 
colony  were  considered  as  very 
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nromii^ins:,  and  aftord  the  hi;;hest 
.rnitifitation  to  the  agents  and  I 
colonists.  \Ve  further  iearu  from  j 
,Mr.  Hucon  that  there  is  good  ! 
anchorage  off  the  scite,  fixed  on  j 
for  tlie  new  settlement,  for  ves-  | 
sels  of  iOU  tuns,  and  that  a  ship  : 
of  the  line  could  ride  in  safet  y  j 
within  a  few  miles  of  it.  The  [ 
natives  he  limud  very  inoffen¬ 
sive  and  kindly  disposed. 


!n  the  London  Missionary  Register 
for  April,  1821,  is  a  letter  from 
Frince  Galitzin  to  the  President  of 
the  Geneva  Bible  Society,  from 
which  we  give  the  following  ex¬ 
tract,  which  gives  an  animating 
view  of  the  progress  of  the  Russian 
Bible  Society  since  its  establish¬ 
ment  in  1813. 

“With  reganl  to  the  progress 
of  the  Russian  Bible  Society,  it 
is  in  fact  not  without  being  pro¬ 
foundly  moved  by  the  grace  of 
God  towards  us,  that  I  jvoceed 
to  give  you  some  account  of  it. 
About  200  Societies  in  the 
Provinces  co-operate  already 
with  the  Society  of  St.  Peters- 
biirgh,  in  the  great  Russian  Bib¬ 
lical  cause  ;  more  tlian  a  mill¬ 
ion  seven  liundred  thousand 
rubles  have  been  contributed  in 
the  space  of  seven  years,  to  ad¬ 
vance  the  sacred  end  of  these 
benevolent  institutions  :  more 
than  275,000  copies  of  the  Holy 
Scriptures,  in  tliirty  dilferent 
languages,  have  been  distribut¬ 
ed  among  all  classes:  and, 
while  the  Russian  version  of  the 
Roly  Books,  of  which  some 
parts  have  just  appeared,  is  re¬ 
ceived  with  the  greatest  enthu¬ 
siasm  by  the  whole  nation, 
the  Crimean  Tartars,  the  K.al- 
mucs,  the  Tschuwashiaus,  tlie 


Tsheixjmissians,  the  Mordwa- 
shians,  the  Karelians,  &c.  to  the 
most  distant  inhabitants  of  the 
borders  of  the  White  Sea,  all 
begin  to  read  in  their  own  lai;- 
guages  and  dialects,  the  word 
of  truth,  the  Gospel  of  Jesus 
Christ.  Kven  in  the  East,  it; 
Persia,  and  in  Asia  Minor,  re¬ 
sound  anew,  after  so  many  years 
of  sullen  silence,  the  good  news 
of  salvation  by  the  crucified 
JSavior,  who  is  the  true  God 
and  eternal  life, 

“Such  are.  Sir,  in  a  few 
wprds,  the  result  of  tlie  labors  of 
the  Russian  Bible  Society,  as 
they  present  themselves  to  our 
eyes.  Altho  He,  whose  eyes 
ar  e  .‘is  a  flame  of  fire,  and  who 
searches  the  hearts  and  the 
reins,  alone  knov/s,  in  all  their 
exteat,  the  salutary  eftects  wdiicji 
the  reading  of  the  Holy  Scrip¬ 
tures  may  have  had  upon  the 
hearts  of  those  who  have  there¬ 
by  learnt  the  way  of  salvation — 
one  general  and  very  consola¬ 
tory  observation  presents  itself, 
undoubtedly,  to  any  one  who 
pays  any  attention  to  it,  which 
is,  that  the  worsliip  of  the  I.ord 
in  spirit  and  in  truth  increases 
daily  among  all  classes.  () 
God,  thy  ways  are  in  the  sanctu¬ 
ary  !  'I’hou  art  the  God  who 
•loest  wonders !  Thou  niakest 
known  to  the  nations  the  myste¬ 
ry  of  thy  will  !  May  thy  name 
be  blessed  both  now  and  to 
eternitv. 


ABOLITION  OF  SLAVERY  IN  MAOA- 
GASCAU. 

See  Madagascar,  page  58  of 
the  Monitor.  Mr.  Jones,  a  inis- 
sionarv  from  the  London  Mis¬ 
sionary  Society,  and  Mr.  Hastie, 
an  Agent  for  government,  ob¬ 
tained  an  interview  wiib  the 
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king  of  this  immense  island  in 
()ctoberlast,“tocoinpleieaTrea- 
tv  previously  proposed  between 
tne  king  and  British  govern¬ 
ment,  by  which  the  Slave  trade, 
which  had  been  carried  on  to  a 
prodigious  extent,  might  bp  to¬ 
tally  abolished.”  After  ma¬ 
ture  deliberation  the  king  re¬ 
solved  to  sign  the  proposeil 
Treaty  on  this  special  condi¬ 
tion,  “that  20  of  his  subjects 
should  be  instructed  in  the  most 
useful  arts,  ten  at  the  Mauritius, 
and  ten  in  England.”  Says  the 
London  Misstonary  Chronicle, 

“The  moment  arrived  which 
was  to  decide  the  welfare  of  mill¬ 
ions.  A  Kabar  was  held  ;  the 
proclamation  abolishing  the 
Slave  trade  was  published,  and 
freedom  was  hailed  by  thou¬ 
sands  with  transports  of  joy — 
frpedoin,  as  the  gift  of  the  British 
nation.  Thus  was  a  wide  door  i 
opened,  both  for  christianizing 
and  civilizing  four  millions  of 
Madagascars,  and  the  door  of 
slavery,  it  is  hoped,  bolted  for¬ 
ever.  The  cannons  were  fired, 
and  the  people  were  dancing 
and  singing  for  joy,  hailing 
their  king  and  the  lirltish  na¬ 
tion  '  with  incessant  shouts. 
Never  was  such  a  day  before 
known  in  Madagascar  !  ‘While 
1  was  looking,’  says  Mr.  Jones, 
•at  the  Union  fiag  of  Great  Bri¬ 
tain  and  Madagascar  flying  high 
in  the  court  yard,  and  all  the 
people  round  me  smiling  in  mv 
(ace,  my  eyes  flowed  with 
tears  of  inexpressible  joy.’ 

“Mr,  Jones  had  an  opjiortuni- 
tv  afterwards  of  conversing  w  ith 
the  king’s  secretary',  on  the  sub¬ 
ject  of  missions,  informing  him 
that  the  Missionary  Society 
i?ent  out  not  only  persons  to  in¬ 
struct  people  in  religion,  but 
(4nuus  artificers,  as  in  Africa 


and  the  South  Sea  Islands 
This  was  explained  to  the  kinx 
who  said  he  was  perfectly  wilf- 
ing  that  Mr,  J.  should  write  to 
the  Society  for  as  many  miss¬ 
ionaries  as  he  pleased,  and  that 
he  would  give  them  liberty,  pro¬ 
tection,  and  every  encourage- 
ment,  provided  the  number  b« 
inixoil  with  good  artificers,  so 
tliat  his  people  may  be  instruct¬ 
ed  \u  Cliristianity,  and  also  iu 
the  diflerent  arts  and  trades. 

“So  intent  was  tlie  king  on  the 
improvement  of  his  subjects, 
that  in  the  course  of  conversa¬ 
tion  he  said,  “//’  yuur  govern- 
ment  will  instruct  my  people, 
1  am  theirs  forever,’’^  ' 

A  letter  has  also  been  rC' 
ceived  from  Governor  Karquhar, 
describing  the  state  of  the  Ma¬ 
dagascar  niissiqn  to  be  very 
proqiising,  and  stating  the  ear 
nest  wish  of  Mr.  Jones  for  addi 
tional  help,  which  we  are  happy 
to  tliink  he  has,  ere  this,  receiv¬ 
ed.  \ye  are  also  informed  that 
t  there  is  an  intention  to  estab- 
I  lish  a  Professorship  of  tlte  Mada- 
!  gascar  language  m  the  Cullegti 
'  qf  Mauritius. 


I  AMUERST  CUARtTr  COLLEGE. 

I  It  is  well  known,  that  Am 
herst  is  situated  near  the  centre 
of  Massachusetts  jiroper,  and  in 
'  the  lieart  of  the  old  county  of 
Hampshire,  which  is>  on  the 
whole,  the  finest  county  in 
the  state,  and  near  the  banki 
of  Connecticut  River,  which 
spreads  inexhaustible  fertility 
over  the  meadows  of  Hadley 
and  Northampton,  which,  togeth 
er  with  the  river,  present  the 
richest  and  most  beautiful  scene¬ 
ry  to  the  eye  which  views  them 
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fron)  ,thf  neighboring  hills  and 
mountains. 

The  College  at  Amherst  is 
built  on  the  top  of  a  round  hill, 
about  S  milas  from  the  river, 
ami  about  1^0  or  200  feet  above 
iu  surface.  It  was  Jhe  original 
design  of  this  institution  to  fur> 
niah  an  education  for  cliarity 
students  at  a  cheap  rate. 

The  Trustees  now  offer  to 
tike  twenty  beneticiarics  into 
the  Academy,  and  twenty  into 
the  College,  and  furnish  them 
j  with  board  and  tuition  for  one 
dollar  a  week.  The  board  does 
not  include  washing,  fire  wood 
and  candles. 

Kev.  ZephanUh  S.  Moore, 
whose  character  is  well  known 
!  as  an  instructor  and  disciplina- 
!  rian,  and  as  a  President  of  a 
i  tlollege,  has  accepted  the  Presi- 
:  ilency,  and  will  enter  on  the 
'  duties  of  the  olike  in  the  fall. 

The  college  building  of  brick, 
I  four  stories  high,  containing 
;  thirty-two  rpoins,  is  erected,  and 
ttill  in  a  few  weeks  be  ready 
for  the  reception  of  students. 
There  are  many  otlicr  circum- 
:  stances  higidy  encouraging  as 
\  to  the  final  result  of  this  noble 
j  enterprise. 

j  But  the  one  to  which  particu- 
I  lar  attention  is  invited  is  this. 
Ic  has  been  long  objected 

ito  the  education  of  pious  young 
men  for  the  gospel  ministry, 
that  they  were  taken  from  ac- 
:  tive  employments  and  confined 
to  study  at  the  injury  of  their 
I  hi-altk — that  if  they  were  so 
thoroughly  impressed  witli 
their  danger  jn  this  respect  as 
to  take  exercise  regularly— still 
their  exercise  is  w^alking  about 
:  the  streets,  or  some  unprofitable 
arauNement,  lor  which  the  good 
people  who  assist  in  their  edu- 
ytttioa  do  not  see  the  reasons. 


Farmers  think,  and  they  think 
rightly,  and  they  have  thought 
so  long  enough,  that  there  is  a 
waste  of  time  and  strength. 

The  'trustees  of  Amherst 
College,  fettling  the  weight  of 
these  objections,  purchased  a 
large  field,  on  tlie  west  side  of 
which  Jiey  have  now  built  the 
college,  for  the  express  purpose 
of  giving  each  charity  student 
an  opportunity  of  cultivating 
one  fourth  or  one  half  an  acre 
in  that  planner  which  his  taste 
and  judgment  shall  dictate.  It 
is  further  contemplated  that 
each  student  shall  have  the 
benefit  of  his  own  labor — that 
they  shall  plant  vineyards  and 
eat  the  fruit  of  them— they  shall 
not  plant,  and  others  eat . 

In  the  heavy  work  they  will 
probably  be  assisted  by  the 
steward,  who  will  exercise  a 
sort  of  superintendance  of  the 
great  garden. 

This  is  an  advantage  which 
Amherst  College  will  have  over 
all  the  other  Colleges,  for  it  ik 
believed  tlyat  no  other  College 
in  this  country  has  an  organized 
system  of  the  kind.— /lost.  Hec.

VOREIOV  RRLIOIOUS  ABSTRACTS. 

Auxiliary  Missionary  tiocie- 
ties  have  been  formed  under 
happy  auspices  in  two  of  the. 
AVest  India  Islands,  St.  Chris¬ 
tophers  and  Nevis.  Such  an 
event  shows  the  power  of  Chris- 
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tianity  in  subduing  the  preju-  j 
dices  ot'  the  human  heart,  even 
vhere  they  exist^iu  the  greatest 
strength — I'or  but  a  few  years 
ago,  tlie  utmost  hostility  was 
manifested  titiough  the  W  est 
India  Islands  to  missionary 
operations  in  every  shape,  it 
was  aupreliended,  or  at  least  as* 
sertca  that  slaves  could  not  be 
taught  without  being  ruined. 
The  best  possible  comuient  on 
such  an  opinion,  and  on  the  pa¬ 
tient  piety  and  persevering 
7.eal  of  the  first  missionaries,  is 
found ,  in  the  fact,  that  alter  a 
fair  experiment  made  in  direct 
opposition  to  public  feeling, 
slave  owners  tliemselves  are 
reiiuesting  Missionaries  to  come 
to  them,  and  pledging  tliem- 
Helves  to  their  support. 


In  the  Island  of  Harbadoes 
ui'e  130,000  souls,  and  nearly 


100,(K)  of  them  slaves.  In  gen¬ 
eral  they  are  extremely  corrupt. 
They  receive  no  religious  in¬ 
struction.  Theiv  is  one  estate 
however,  on  which  tlie  slaves 
have  been  instructed,  and  most 
of  them  can  read  in  the  New- 
Testament.  These  instructed 
slaves  unanimously  rtdused  to 
join  in  the  insurrection  that  took 
place  in  that  Island  four  years 
ago,  and  while  every  otlier  es¬ 
tate  was  in  confusion,  tlie  ne¬ 
groes  here  continued  at  tlieir 
work  quietly. 


Two  proprietors  of  estates  on 
the  Island  of  Grenada,  have 
sent  for  a  missionary,  agreeing 
to  make  up  the  whole  of  his 
expenses,  tfiat  he  may  labor  in 
the  windward  part  of  the  island, 
without  charge  to  the  Society.

titude,  and  use  their  influence 
to  obtain  an  accession  of  new 
members,  and  to  promote  the 
;  formation  of  new  Societies  in 
towns  where  none  have  been 
i  forme<l.  As  the  annual  uicet- 
:  ini?  of  the  general  Society  con- 
dsts  of  delegates  from  Auxilia¬ 
ries,  it  is  vitally  important  to  its 
.  prosperity  that  a  representation 
ohould  not  fail.  It  may  be  seen 
bv  the  last  report,  from  which 
we  gave  copious  extracts  in  the 
4tli,  5th  and  6th  Nos.  of  the 
■Monitor,  that  (iod  has  signally 
owned  the  labors  of  the  Mis¬ 
sionaries.  Let  the  friends  of 
this  bociety  continue  and  in¬ 
crease  their  labors  of  love,  and 
our  solitary  places  shall  be  made 
glad,  and  our  wilderness  shall 
bud  and  blossom  like  the  rose. 
Let  those,  who  are  tempted  to 
withhold  their  charities  on  ac¬ 
count  of  the  pressure  of  the 
times,  remember,  the  Lord  giv- 
eth  ])ower  to  get  wealth,  and 
“there  is  that  scattereth  and  yet 
incrciiseth,  and  there  is  tnat 
witliholdeth  more  than  is  meet, 
and  it  tendetU  to  poverty." 


CHOCTAW  NATION*. 

The  Newark  CentincI  contains  a  very 
intercstinsf  tetter  from  David  Fol¬ 
som,  an  Indian  Chief  in  the  Choc¬ 
taw  Nation  to  a  correspondent  in 
Newark,  N.  J.  dated  Pi»eon  Roost, 
July  4,  1821,  from  which  we  make 
the  following  extract.  Besides 
giving  the  latest  intelligence  of  the 
Mission,  it  makes  an  appeal  which 
Christian  sympathy  must  feel. 

"I  tlo  suppose  you  good  peo¬ 
ple  at  the  North  are  rejoicing 
and  praising  God  every  morn¬ 
ing  and  evening  and  every  Sab¬ 
bath  ;  but  in  tbe  Choctaw  na¬ 
tion  we  have  no  such  happiness 
as  you  have,  excwjit  the  inis- 
sioiiuries.  They  are  trying  to 
do  all  they  ran  tor  the  spread¬ 
ing  of  the  Gospel.  The  school 
at  Elliot  is,  on  the  whole,  in  a 
flourishing  state  at  this  time, 
and  improving  as  well  as  could 
be  expected.  Our  children  are 
learning  fast,  and  making  a 
bandsome  improvement.  The 
reinforcement  of  the  missiona¬ 
ries  in  this  nation,  last  winter, 
has  been  great  good  ;  since 
they  came  the  school  has  done 
well ;  I  can  tell  you  more  good 
news  from  Elliot.  Some  of  the 
scholars  are  ami  have  been  for 
some  time  back  very  serious — 
there  is  four  in  number  appears 
to  be  engaged.  Mr.  Jewell  was 
here  a  few  days  since  ;  and  he. 
tells  me  that  the  mission  family 
has  a  good  reason  to  hope  one 
of  the  scholars  is  a  Cliristian. 
The  mission  family  at  Elliot 
are  in  good  health. 

Frieml  and  brother,  God  were 
gotwl  in  giving  your  nation  a 
Bible  and  true  light  and  bkessing. 
Gotl  were  pleased  to  give  you 
all  these  blessing,  now  we 
poor  Choctaws  look  up  to  your 
nation  for  help,  as  little  chil- 
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Miscellaneous, 


Hrcn  would  cry  and  beg  unto  a 
father  to  have  mercy  on  them.” 

After  mentioning  the  delkiencjr  of 
mean#  to  giippnrt  the  school,  he  sajs, 

“Must  our  childrefn  be  sent 
back  and  be  more  miserable 
than  before,  because  our  chil¬ 
dren  and  ourselves,  oral  least 
some  of  us  have  been  taught  ? 
If  the  Christian  people  forsake 
us,  we  poor  red  people  are  done 
for  ever.  The  school  cannot  go 
on  without  means  ;  our  teachers 
cannot  go  on  with  their  work 
unless  they  have  the  means  to 
support  themselves,  &,c.  It 
would  be  very  painful  indeed  to 
us,  if  our  school  should  stop  for 
Want  of  means,  and  It  would  be 
more  so  if  missionaries  should 
be  compelled  to  leave  us  for 
wanted  support. 

“Brother,  how  would  you  feel, 
if  it  w’ore  so  that  the  whole  ofvour 
nation  were  about  to  have  afl  the 
ministers,  ami  all  the  teachers, 
and  the  Bible  leave  joUr  coun¬ 
try,  for  the  want  of  just  a  little 
help  from  the  benevolence  of  a 
Christian  people  ?  Do  for  the 
sake  of  tliat  good  Savior  you 
tell  me  about  in  your  letteV— 
do  all  you  can  for  the  good 
of  my  nation.  If  the  mon¬ 
ey  is  scarce  in  that  country,  I 
am  sure  dry  goo<ls  would  com¬ 
mand  cash  here  in  this  country, 
for  •  the  use  of  the  mission,  &c. 
do  all  you  can  fur  the  promotion 
of  good  in  my  nation.”

We  cannot  but  regard  this  offering 
as  the  fruit  of  the  Vermont  Juvenile 
Missionary  Society.
